SEVERAL HANOI WARDS PROMOTE MARKET MANAGEMENT PRACTICES 
Hanoi HANOI MOI in Vietnamese 27 Jun 81 pp 1, 4 


[Article by Tran Dinh Tai: "Heightening Market Management, Hoan Kiem Ward 
Uncovers Many Speculators and Counterfeiters; Dong Da Ward: Women Post Prices") 


[Text] Hoan Kiem Ward is promoting market management work by implementing seven 
proposals made by the Standing Committee of the Municipal Party Committee. The 
ward is providing closer guidance than before. Subwards report conditions daily 
to the vard. 


As of 22 June, the ward had 2,773 merchants who had not registered; 5,419 families 
had registered prices, 5,158 had posted prices. Since the beginning of the month 
nine wards— Dong Xuan, Cua Nam, Hang Bo, Hang Bai, Hang Bong, Cua Dong, Trang 
Tien, Tran Hung Dao, Chuong Duong Do--tried...[1.5 lines indistinct] Cua Nam 
Subward tried 101 cases and collected 1,716 dong. Besides the above violations, 
the subwards investigated and arresteu a number of speculators and merchants 

who were selling goods managed by the State. Cua Dong Subward had two cases: 
Nguyen Van Trong, of 18A Cua Dong, was in possession of 500 kilograms of 
firecracker explosives (50 kilograms of finished products) and 130 sets of fuzes; 
Tran Thi Xuyen, of 5 C Thanh Street, had 16 types of Western Drugs, weighing a 
total of 25 kilograms, and 750 cans of fake “Gold Star" medicinal ointment. At 
the time of the investigation, three people came to buy medicine. In a house in 
Cua Nam Subward were 200 dollars and 30 kilograms of monosodium glutamate. 


Hang Dao Ward discovered that beer was being made and falsely labeled in houses 
from 24 to 26 Hang Dao Street. Seized were 60 bottles with brand labels, 100 
bottles without labels, 34 kilograms of beer labels, and 36 kilograms of bottle 
caps. 


Hang Bo Subward apprehended Do Thi Vuong, of 15 Hang Ga, for hoarding 400 meters 
of various kinds of synthetic polyester material, and Tran Thi Thien, of 80 Hang 
Bo, for possession of 1200 meters of foreign cloth and 237 packages of "Sumit" 
cigarettes. The management board of the Dong Kuan/Bach Qua market seized 400 

sets of faleely labeled batteries and 16 falsely labeled tires being sold in the 


market by peddlers. 











Implementing the Policy of Posting Prices 


From 5 to 20 June, the Dong Da Women's Association, in conjunction with the trade 
bureau of the ward, met with 230 women merchants and 51 women in charge of 
women’s association cells to hold clear discussions about the circulation and 
distribution policy, posting prices, and selling at posted prices. The women 
discussed these matters and agreed that they were necessary to stabilize living 
conditions. The women brought up a number of points and proposals for fervent 
application, like: 





—posting prices and selling at those prices 
—weighing and measuring accurately 

--being cheerful and pleasant with customers 
--not losing solidarity in the market 


The women will meet again each month to hold a critique on their progress toward 
implementing these things. 


Ba Dinh Ward Public Security Participate in Market Management 


During the past 20 days the Ba Dinh Public Security Force, coordinating with the 
various sectors and levels, directed the economy police unit, crime unit, and 
public security posts to participate in market management teams in subwards and, 
with the various sectors, agencies, and enterprises to inventory State property. 
This occasioned the discovery that Doi Can Bean Corporation was missing 3,000 
kilograms of beans, which were carried away as concealed assets, and that Thuy Khue 
Leather Goods Factory was missing 10,000 dong worth of leather goods. 


Informed by the people, public security agents employed professional techniques 
to investigate and break ten cases of using public office to misappropriate 
assets of the State; they confiscated 10 kilograms of gold, 1,000 kilograms of 
polyethylene plastic, 180 liters of gasoline, 4,000 kilograms of iron and steel, 
15 kilograms of counterfeit monosodium glutamate, 6,000 meters of antenna wire 
for television, 120 kilograms of cement, tvur bicycles, and various other items. 
They also solved a number of criminal cases. 





Exploiting the successes they have had, the Ba Dinh Public Security Force is 
pulling out files on four cases and checking them over preparatory to bringing 
them to trial.

DEATH PENALTY IMPOSED IN FOOD STAMP COUNTERFEITING CASE

[Article: "Death Penalty Imposed on One for Printing and Circulating Counterfeit 
Food Stamps") 


[Text] Within 3 days (from 25 to 27 June), the Municipal People's Court held a 
trial and sentenced a counterfeit ring for printing and circulating counterfeit 
food stamps. 


On 13 March 1980, public security agents arrested Nguyen Xuan Tuyen, 36 years old, 
a resident of #8, A2 B, the Tan Mai Workers’ Quarter, Hai Ba Trung Ward; Tran 

Duc Tu, 55 years old, a resident of #9 Doan Ket Lane, Kham Thien; Nguyen Thi Hop, 
40 years old, a resident of #25 Lane 293, Bach Mai. The agents caught them 
red-handed, with all the equipment used for counterfeiting food stamps, in the 
kitchen of Tuyen'’s residence. Captured evidence consisted of two sets of plates 
for printing 5-kilogram ration stamps, eight cans of printer's ink of various 
colors, two presses, two paper cutters, a ruler, a magnifying glass, 80 pieces of 
white paper 1.8 meters wide, and 500 5-kilogram food stamps already printed. 





Food stamps for nearly 40 tons of food, counterfeited by the Tuyen ring were sold 
in Gia Lam, Son Tay, Tu Son, Bac Ninh, and Hoang Lien Son areas by Le Thanh 
Than, Le Cuong, Tran Thi Van, and Nguyen Thi Hong. 


Here we have an organized crime ring which, with meticulous and clever planning, 
counterfeited and circulated a large number of food stamps. Clearly, these 

illegal activities were of a nature to seriously damage State property, cause 
great harm to the policy of supply and distribution of foodstuffs. Nguyen Xuan 
Tuyen was a dangerous ringleader who masterminded the secret printing of food 
Stamps in his house and oversaw the distribution operation. He had had a prior 
conviction (3 years imprisonment), and his declaration in this trial was in very 
bad faith attempting to conceal the truth in order to cover up for his accomplices. 


Citing the seriousness of the case and all the criminals involved, the court 
passed the following sentences: 


~-Nguyen Xuan Tuyen: the death penalty plus a fine of 40,000 dong. 
—Tran Duc Tu: 18 years’ imprisonment and a 20,000~-dong fine. 











--Nguyen Thi Hop: 18 years’ imprisonment and a 6,000-dong tine. 

--Le Thanh Nhom: 6 years’ imprisonment and a 7,400-dong fine. 

--Le Cuong: 3 years’ imprisonment and a 1,200-dong fine. 

--Tran Thi Van: 2 years’ imprisonment and a 600-dong fine. 

——-Nguyen Thi Hong: 4 years’ imprisonment (commuted, due to a repentant change in 
attitude and because of having small children) and a fine of 4,000 dong.

EVEN POL CADRE CAUGHT BUYING BLACKMARKET POL

[Text] Recently, in one day from 9:00 am to 3:00 pm, the Nguyen Trung Truc 
Subward Public Security Post (in Hanoi), when tipped off by the people, managed 
to make arrests in three cases of illegal sale of POL supplies. The sellers vere 
all workers or soldier drivers of state trucks. Among the buyers was a cadre 
from an agency of the General Corporation for POL! The public security agents 
confiscated for the State the POL that had been sold. -They turned over che 
sellers and buyers to the authority of their cadre and worker management agency 
for prosecution.

[Text] At 2000 hours on 15 June, after bein; tipped by the people that two 
persons hauled wood stolen from the state isto Dao Van Thuan's home at 7C Cau 
Dat, public security cadres and combatants of Ciuong Duong Quay Ward went to 
Thuan's home to ask him to return that wood co the state. In the face of 
Thuan's stubborn behavior, security officials determined to force him to come 
to the post for questioning. 


At that moment the electric light went out. Taking advantage of darkness, Thuan 
stabbed Hai, post deputy chief, with a knife, injuring him. As other combatants 
rushed in to arrest Thuan, his son Chung emerged from the back of the house, 
hitting Hanh's head with « hoe and wounding him before running away. WNotwith- 
standing, the combatants succeeded in nabbing the violent Thuan. As for Chung, 
while fleeing toward Duong bridge he was expesed by the people and later 
arrested. 


Thanks to appropriate care of Hospital 108, Hai is now out of danger. 


Public opinion is very indignant at activities of those who have not only broken 
the law, held illegally acquired properties, but also assaulted authorities on 
official duty and believe that legal organs will try them promptly and strictly 
in order to protect justice as well as those who resolutely struggle against 
negativisa.

TEACHERS, STUDENTS BEATEN BY VILLAGE OFFICIAL, MILITIMGN

[Text Because of a lonme-standing disagreement with his wife, on 6 April 191 Dam 
Van Glam, a teacher at My Duc School in Ha Son Binh smashed the furniture in his 

house. At nightfall, when Glam was resting, Pham Van Don, Vice Chairman of the 

party Comaittee and head of Public Security in Le Thanh Village, accompanied by a 
number of other people, came to his house,beat hia, tied him up, ani locked hiz in 
a warehouse. The next sorning, Glam was taken to the district seat and wasn't re- 
leased until that afternoon. 


That incident caused concern amom, the teachers and students of My Duc School. On 
ll April teacher Bul Kia Long, deputy secretary of the school’s trade union, ac- 
companied by teacher Nghier Vu Manh, request a meeting with the governmental ad- 
ministration of Le Thanh Village to find out what happened and request that Gianz's 
beating be investigated. 


Meammhile, teacher Nguyen Dac Vuong and 15 students from class 1°] went to the 
village. The village administration, making the excuse that it was too busy, re- 
fused to receive the teacheru. A student who knew where Pham Van Don lived led 
Yuom and his friends there. Teacher Vuong forbade the students to my anything that 
was threatening cr vengeful, or to do anything provocative in Don's house. The 
younger brother of Don's wife, who lived next door, knew whet was happening and 
scunded the alarm. A

That incident caused anger among the teachers and the people. Public opinion 


vigorously condemned the illegal acts of “ham Van Don and his accomplices, and 
demanded that they be punished according to law. 


On 7 July, the legal organs of Ha Son Binh Province decided to begin prosecuting 
the case, indicted nine defendants, and arrested Pham Van Don a number of the 


above-mentioned law violators. An urgent investigation is being carried out and 
the incident will soon be brought to trial.

ARREST OF RICE THIEVES REPORTED

[Text] After discovering that a number of crooked merchants used to assemble in 
a riverine zone in Cao Nhan village, Thuy Nguyen district (Haiphong City), to 
steal state rice on ships in cahoots with bad sailors, Nguyen Huu Hom, a police 
sergeant, and Nguyen Van Loi, a member of the unit, sculled a small boat to the 
middle of the river, making their way through dense thickets of bruguiera 
gymmorrhiza and mangroves. Thanks to flashlight, they saw through the night a 
boat carrying many sacks of rice operated by four men. Taking advantage of 
their negligence, Hom and Loi jumped aboard. One man panicked and plunged into 
the river to escape. The three remaining men put up a stubborn struggle. A 
knife-toting man leaped toward Hom who, using martial arts, promptly decked hin. 
Leaving him lying there, Hom joined forces with Loi in knocking down and 
arresting the rest of the gang. That same night, after handing the three crim 
inals over to other policemen for escort back to the unit--along with the grain 
they had stelen from the state-—Hom and Loi continued sculling their boat through 
thickets of bruguiera gymnorrhiza and mangroves, looking for other lawbreakers. 
At 0300 hours in che morning, they discovered a boat with three sacks of rice on, 
but the crooked merchants had already fled. In close coordination with other 
pursuing thrusts, the combatants nabbed more than 10 criminals, recovering more 
than 2 tons of rice for the state. It was already 0500 hours and Hom, back at 
the unit, refused to rest, choosing instead to take part in the pursuit. With 
two other comrades, he returned to the place of crime, where they discovered 
another gang of criminals in the process of salvaging a rice cargo they dumped 
the previous night into the river before fleeing. Caught by surprise and unable 
to escape, they assailed the combatants, seeking an opportunity to escape. But 
Nguyen Huu Hom stepped in, using martial arts to knock down the most violent 
criminals. The remaining thugs persisted in their attempt to seize the sacks 
of grain and to attack Hom with carrying poles and canes. Hom resolutely stood 
up to them, refusing to give up to protect state properties until grievously 
injured. In a coordinated effort, people in the neighborhood and police rushed 
in, nabbing a number of criminals, recovering nearly 5 quintals of rice for the 
state. 


On the front of fighting negativism, protecting state properties, supporting 
circulation and distribution, and managing the market, Police Sergeant Nguyen Huu 
Hom has always upheld the spirit of responsibility, actively helped the people, 
raised the value of integrity and sincerity and resolutely struggled against 
criminals.

BA DINH MAKES ARRESTS FOR SPECULATING, SMUGGLING, THEFT

[Text] Implementing Directive 109, the Ba Dinh Ward People's Security Force, 
in cooperation with the various sectors and with the masses, found and arrested 
thieves of State property and peddlers of precious metals. 


Seized in Ngoc Ha Subward were 23 bags of P400 cement illegally sold by the Ba 
Dinh Ward House Repair Corporation. The public security economy surveillance 
unic arrested Tran Van Cau, a driver for the Metals Corporation of the Ministry 
of Supply, for conspiring with a warehouse guard of another agency in Lai Chau 

to sell 3 tons of iron and steel. Caught red-handed were gasoline peddlers at 
#110 Pho Duc Chinh and #6 Nam Bo, peddlers of polyethylene plastic at #30 Kim Ma, 
and peddlers of newspaper printing paper (led by Hoang Thi Le, of 22 Hang Vai). 


Nguyen Huy Thang and Nguyen Van Kinh, of #121 Nguyen Thai Hoc Street, who had 
longstanding, widespread contacts for dealing in gold and silver, were arrested 
on a trip to the south. Ba Dinh Public Security confiscated 7.5 kilograms of 
silver, worth hundreds of thousands of dong. 


On 18 June, the public security post in Gia Lam Town broke a case of speculation 
and smuggling. The culprit was Le Thi Tue, of 83 Phi Truong Street; seized were 
102 dollars, 195 meters of various kinds of foreign material, 28 kilograms of 
mnosodium glutamate, four foreign bicycles still in packing crates, and a number 
of other items valued at hundreds of thousands of dong.

PHU KHANH PROVINCE PEOPLE'S COURT CONVICTS BOAT HIJACKERS

[Article: "Stern Sentences for a Gang that Seized Fishing Boats to Flee Overseas") 


[Text] The People's Court of Phu Khanh Province recently tried Nguyen Hoang My 
and his accomplices for the crime of conspiring to steal fishing boats to flee 
overseas. 


Nguyen Hoang My was born in 1959 in Tan My Hamlet, Van Tanh Village, Van Minh 
District, Phu Khanh Province. In the beginning of July, 1980, My contacted 
Nguyen Hong Tam, Commander of the Tan My Hamlet Militia, and Nguyen Son, Huynh 
Huu Quy, Huynh Ngoc Trang, Ngo Nhieu, Tran Quan, Nguyen Van Hoi, and Tran Xeo 
and discussed fleeing to a foreign country. My collected 6,000 dong from the 
others and had his wife purchase fuel, food, and other necessities for the ocean 
passage. 


On 15 August 1980, My, Tam, Xeo, Quan, Nhieu, and Trang went out to sea and, 
brandishing and firing two M16 rifles, seized three boats belonging toe Msrs 
Son, Thao, ard Tuong. They planned to then rush back to the shore and pick up 
the fuel and their accomplices. On the shore, however, their friends Don, Quy, 
and Hoi had been caught by militia members Do Quang Duoc, Ngo Thong, and Mai 
Chay. My and his accomplices then got away by bribing Duoc, Thong, and Chay 
with four gold chains and two Seiko watches. They held a rendezvous on Hoan Nai 
Island to wait for the opportunity to seize a larger boat. When Mr Nhat was 
fishing out on the sea, they drew up alongside, seized Nhat, and tied him up. 
The rudder of Nhat's boat was broken, however, so they chased down and took over 
a boat belonging to Mr Sy, who was fishing nearby. They shot to death 16-year-old 
Ho Thanh Hoang and wounded one other person on the boat. With the help of the 
families of local fishermen, the militia of Tan My easily captured My and his 
accomplices with the stolen goods in their possession. 


Convicting the criminals, the Phu Khanh Provincial People's Court imposed the 
following sentences: the death penalty for Nguyen Hoang My; life imprisonment 
for Nguyen Hong Tam; 18 years of Nguyen Son and Huynh Huu Quy. The others 
received sentences of 14-17 years. Do Quang Duoc, Ngo Thong, and Mai Chay were 
sentenced 28-30 months’ detention for accepting a bribe.

FINANCE BUREAU WORKER ASSAULTED--As HANOI MOI reported on 12 June 1981, on 3 June 
Nguyen Van Hoi of Nghia Do village was charged with assaulting a cadre of the Ba 
Dinh Precinct finance bureau on official duty.

GUIDELINES FOR PARTY CARD ISSUANCE CLARIFIED 
Hanoi XAY DUNG DANG [PARTY BUILDING] in Vietnamese No 5, May 81 pp 1-2 


[Article: "Some Problems Relating to Guidance for Issuance of Party Membership 
Cards"*] 


[Text] (*XAY DUNG DANG footnote: “Circular No 124 of 25 April 1981 of the Party 
Central Committee Secretariat") The issuance of party membership cards in 1980 
resulted in heightenirg the qualities of party members, raising their party conscious- 
ness (even for those who were high- and middle-ranking cadres), purging the party of 
unqualified members, making the party organization wholesome and full of combat 
strength and promoting the fulfillment of immediate political missions by each 
installation. 


The result was uneven, however, because of a failure to strictly apply the party 
membership criteria and also because of a rightist tendency shown in examining the 
party members’ qualifications. In many areas, deferring the issuance of party cards 
for some period of time was a way to avoid expelling from the party persons failing 

to meet party membership qualifications; in addition, there were instances of harass- 
ment and rejection of persons who were “not on one's side". A rather prevalent tendency 
among many party organizations was to retain party members who had a low combat spirit, 
who failed to carry out party resolutions, who could no longer lead the masses effec- 
tively and who wereno longer trusted by them. In many areas, party members still 
showed indulgence, fear and hesitation toward cadres with responsible functions. 

There were times when the lack of organization, discipline and responsibility, the 
failure to correctly apply policies and the law and the habit of oppressing the masses 
did not lead to expulsion from the party. 


In the later stages, party committees at different echelons slackened guidance and 
many areas failed to associate the issuance of party cards with the movement to stcp 
up production, to maintain security, to oppose negative practices and so forth and 
also did not link the party building task to the mass movement. 


The [Party] Secretariat requests the various levels and sectors to firmly adhere to 
the iollowing guidelines and to satisfactorily implement then: 


1. The resolution of the Ninth Party Central Committee Plenum states: “it is 
necessary to complete the issuance of party cards by the end of 1981". The Political 
Bureau's policy is: "From now to the end of 1981, efforts must be concentrated on 
properly guiding the issuance of party cards and associating this task with the 











Strengthening of party chapters. This must be considered as an important measure to 
strengthen the party, to educate party members, to cleanse the pariv ranks and to 
Simultaneously step up the execution of immediate tasks. Though it is necessary to 
strengthen the party while issuing party cards, one must also take advantage of the 
party card issuance to strengthen the party.” This policy must be satisfactcrily 
implemented in order to reap realistic results to greet the Fifth Party Congress. 


2. Since most of the remaining party bases which have not yet issued party cards 

are weak and inferior, special attention must be paid to inspecting, observing, 
improving and strengthening basic party committees and chapter committees to turn 
them into really trustworthy supports for party committoes at higher levels. Only 

by doing so can one make sure that the examination and classification of party members 
are corrently carried out and that the missions entrusted are effectively fulfilled. 





If, in any basic party organization, there is some party chapter which is qualified 

to issue party cards, then anyone in this chapter who meets the party uembership 
qualifications must receive 4 party card without having to wait until all party 
chapters are strengthened when a general issuance of party cards is effected throughout 
the party organization. 


3. The examination of the party members’ qualifications must satisfy the requirement 
that the classification of party members is correct and rigorous and that a struggle 
is conducted against rightist views, indulgence, tolerance and easygoingness—which 
will lead to a lowering of the party membership criteria--and also against individu- 
alistic and factional thinking and the habit of harassing party members [who are 
outsiders]. Party membership criteria must be rigorously applied in examining the 
party members’ qualifications. Following are some examples: 


-~Party members who have grown old and weak, who are sick or who are retired cadres 
and workers will be issued party cards if they still retain their revolutionary 
qualities; old age, weakness and limited abilities are not a reason for party 
membership disqualification. 


— Farty cards will be issued to female party members who were once active but whose 
task performance is now less effective because their households are encountering 
difficulties and lacking manpower or because they are busy with small children, 
provided they still retain their revolutionary qualities. Party organizations must 
entrust appropriate tasks to them to enable them to satisfactorily fulfill their 
duties. 





-~Party cards will be issued to party members who are demobilized armymen with combat 
achievements, who have returned to their respective localities and who have trouble 
doing their jobs in party installations because their families are faced with 
difficulties, provided they do not have any serious shortcoming which reflects on 
their party membership qualifications. 


--Party cards will be issued to party members in the newly liberated zones who--though 
having carried out tasks for some period of time--have not yet conducted any study 
and undergone any advanced training but who, if educated, can improve and become 
able to fulfill their duties as party members and if they enjoy the masses’ sympathy. 














--Party cards will be issued to party members who belong to the ethnic minorities 

in the mountainous and border areas and who have some bad customs and habits--such 

as opium addiction among the H'mong--but who are loyal to the party and revolution ard 
oprsse the Chinese reactionaries. 


~-Concerning party members with some impediments in their curricula vitae or political 
backgrounds. the high levels aust quickly draw a conclusion. Even though circumstances 
are not conducive to a quick conclusion, these party members will receive their party 
policies and if they actively carry out tasks. Meanwhile, party organizations sust 
continue to examine their political records to reach a conclusion. The Central 
Organization Committee and the Central Control Committee have a document clarifying 
the political background problem in the spirit of Directive No 192. 


Concerning cadres and party members who have been denounced, the various levels have 
the duty to investigate and adjudge their cases and to draw a conc)usion som. 


Instead of being delayed in a sweeping menner, the issuance of party cards will be 
deferred only with regard to party members who have been subjected to the party's 
disciplinary measures or who have really committed mistakes. If, after examining 
these party members’ cases, the party chapter finds it necessary to spend some time 
observing the correction of their mistakes, the issuance of party cards will then 

be deferred but only for 6 months. Im the next stage, the party chapter must reexamine 
and solve their cases. 


4, The elimination of [bad] party members must be carried out more vigorou ly and 
resolutely to purify and better the party members’ ranks; the Political Bureau 
Resolution No 32 of 20 November 1980 must be strictly and thoroughly applied. 





In examining basic party organizations and the party members’ qualifications and in 
dealing with party members, it is necessary to truly rely on the masses, to carefully 
study the opinion of party members and the masses ana to closely link these tasks 
with the struggle against negative manifestations. Where these manifestiations are 
serious, it is necessary to coordinate the above activities with guiding the imple- 
mentation of Directive No 81 of the [Party] Secretariat to distinguish right and 
wrong so as to provide a basis for examining and classifying party members. 


5. It is necessary to revamp the leadership exercised by party committees at the 
district, town, city and precinct levels; to closely coordinate the strengthening 
of party installations and the issuance of party cards with the accomplishment of 
political tasks and also to eliminate the tendency to tackle immediate tasks while 
neglecting the strengthening of the party and the issuance of party cards. 


To complete the party card issuance by the end of 1981, additional cadres drawn from 
other committees and a number of provincial cadres experienced in party building must 
be assigned to strengthen the organization and control committees of district and 
precinct party committees; it is also possible to employ a number of retired but 
capable cadres to build the party. 


--As for the utterly weak and rotten rarty chapters and basic organizations in which 
most party members have degenerated or committed so grave mistakes that they must 
be expelled from the party or are obviously intent on opposing the party line and 
policy, the provincial and municipal party committees have the right to dissolve them 
at the proposal of the district or precinct party committee and after conducting a 








direct and careful inspection and receiving the approval of the Party Central 
Committee (according to the Party Statute). Those party members who are authorized 
by the higher-echelon party committee to register again as party members and to 
receive party cards will be introduced to a nearby party organization to continue 
party activities or will be assigned to set up new party chapters. 


--If the issuance of party cards to party members who are cadres managed by a party 
committee at a higher level (provincial or central) is to be temporarily deferred, 
such deferment must be decided by a district, precinct, town or city party committee; 
if these party members are not qualified to receive party cards, their case must be 
reported to the party echelon committee which manages them for decision (in pursuance 
of Regulation No 7 of 16 December 1977 of the Secretariat). 


If, by the end of 1981, there still are party members who do not yet meet the criteria 
for party card issuance because they have not tried to improve, their names will be 
deleted from the party members’ list by the party organization. 


Provincial and municipal party committees must check plans for speedy issuance of 
party cards as well as plans for deployment of the cadres’ force to insure that the 
issuance of party cards is basically completed by the end of 1981. It is necessary 
for the high levels to intensify inspection and to specifically direct the issuance 

of party cards at important or weak basic organizations, to promptly correct erroneous 
tendencies and to guide the preliminary review of each phase of party card issuance 
and also the recapitulation of this task by the end of 1981. 


The standing committees of provincial and municipal party committees must hear concrete 
reports on the progress of party card issuance in certain basic party organizations 
beset with difficulties in order to help district and precinct party committees carry 
out this task satisfactorily. 





Party committees at all levels must rely on Resolution No 32 of the Political Bureau, 
Directive No 83 of the Secretariat and the present circular to exactly achieve the 
objectives and to meet the requirements of the issuance of party cards.

NEW PARTY MEMBERS RECRUITED FOR INTERIOR MINISTRY

[Excerpt] In 1980, the Party Organization in the Ministry of Interior carried out 

the task of expanding the party rather well. The number of new party members recruited 
in 1980 was double that in 1979--when the recruits’ number was the largest ever in 

the 5-year period between 1975 and 1979--and was equal to the total number of party 
members recruited throughout that 5-year period. Party development plans for 1980 
were drawn up by 100 percent of party organizations and chapters attached to units 
having nonparty members; 87 percent of these units managed to recruit new party members 
though certain party chapters attached to these units did not expand the party in the 
previous 4 or 5 years. Though having to move about to carry out activities in 
scattered and distant areas, some party organizations overcame difficulties and 
recruited new party members in a number equal to that of the existing ones. Important

Of the newly recruited party members, 88.35 percent are outstanding members of the 
Ho Chi Minh Communist Youth Union, 100 percent have received commendations and rewards 
and 26 percent are emulation combatants.

[Text] The working class and the laboring people of our country ave competing in 
production labor to fulfill the state plan for the third quarter. It is the 
pivotal quarter of the annual plan and entails very difficult tasks. The new fac- 
tors and new progress in implementing the state plan during the first 6 months of 
the year provided us with much experience ani confidence that we can do a better 
job and attain higher economic effectiveness. 


There are still many difficulties, but on the basis of the advantages that have 
been created our people can, if they have a high degree of determination and make 
great efforts, attain many new accomplishments in production and life. 


An important concern at present is the development of all existing and latent 
Capabilities. In all production bases, sectors, and localities, there are still 
many capabilities regarding labor, land, raw materials, materials, equipment, 

etc., which have not been utilized. If they carry out careful inventories, are 
fully aware of all material and technical forces at hand, and take the initiative 
in using them rationally, fully, and effectively, they can produce additional 
wealth for society. If the ports of Hai Phong and Saigon do a better job of manag- 
ing and receiving imports, we will have additional materials for production and 
consumer goods for the people's lives. If we use economically, and do not waste, 
damage, or lose to thievery, grain, POL, coal, electricity, wood, cement, etc., 

we can reduce their scarcity and contribute to promoting production and construc- 
tion. If the communications and transportation sectors rectify their management _ 
and overcome negative phenomena and tardiness, we will have many additional trans- 
portation facilities to use, or increase our cargo-hauling capabilities. If we 
create and tightly manage economic-technical standards and norms, we will have ad- 
ditional labor, energy, and materials with which to step up production, increase 
output, and lower production costs. If the factories organize production shifts at 
night ‘when there is a surplus of electricity, it is certain that they will in- 
crease output. If the state commerce sectors strengthen their management and pre- 
vent corruption and “internal distribution,” and if the factories turn over all 
output to the state, there will be additional goods to serve the people. Those are 
capabilities which we now have. If every person and all sectors have a sense of 
responsibility and take positive steps, those capabilities can be developed. 








In economic management, we are gradually eliminating irrational restrictions, cor- 
recting inappropriate structures, eliminating bureaucratic administrative-supply 
Management, and creating conditions for the production and commercial bases to 
increasingly take the initiative with regard to planning and finance. We have be- 
gun to implement the new economic policies set forth by the party and state.

"NHAN DAN' EDITORIAL CALLS FOR FULL COLLECTION OF TAXES

[Editorials “Industrial and Commercial Taxes” | 


[Text] Industrial and commercial taxes are an effective tool of the state which 
is intended to manage and control collective and individual commercial and indus-. 
trial production activities, and to guide the development of those activities in 
correct accordance with the state policies and regulations. In addition to finan- 
cial income from the state economic sectors, the principal source of income of the 
State budget, industrial and commercial taxes are an important source of income. 
They are the principal means by which the collective and individual economic sec- 
tors, and the broad masses of people in general, fulfill their obligation of con- 
tributing to the enterprise of economic-social construction and development, and 
to stabilizing living conditions and defending the nation. The promotion of the 
industrial-commercial tax task at present not only contributes to balancing the 
budget but is also a positive measure for restoring order on the market, and at the 
same time stimulates the development of artisan industry and handicrafts produc- 
tion, expands the circulation of goods, and serves to regulate irrationally high 
incomes. 


Since the beginning of this year, and especially during the past 6 months, the 
financial organs in the provinces, municipalities, districts, and precincts 
throughout the nation have made all-out efforts to collect the various kinds of 
industrial and commercial taxes. The collections in the localities have been many 
times greater than during the same period last year. But in comparison to the 
requirements and actual capabilities, the collection level is still too low and is 
not yet half of the planned collections for all of 1961. Many places, including 
Hanoi, Hai Phong, and Ho Chi Minh City, have allowed collection shortfalls and have 
not tightly managed collection. Instances of reluctance to pay taxes, tax eva- 
sion, engaging in commerce without registering and paying taxes, speculation and 
blackmarketing, producing ersatz goods, etc., have not been promt y dealt with 
in accordance with laws currently in force, which has exerted a lt... influence on 
production, prices, and the market. 


The localities must firmly grasp the situation of the production and commercial 
activities of the collective and individual industrial, commercial, and service 
bases and assure that they have commercial permits, sell the products they 
registered to sell, and are subject to tax collection. They must make a complete 
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list of all bases which must pay taxes, categorize the collective commercial bases 
and the individual households, and correctly determine practical collection rates, 
in order to have tax collection measures that are in correct accordance with 
policies. In each specific sphere, the financial organ must collect all taxes and 
develop the effect of each kind of tax: commercial tax, income tax, commercial 
shipment tax, commodity tax, butchering tax, etc. The management of collections 
at the source must receive emphasis, but it is also to closely control circulation. 
Each station, subward, and village must strictly implement monthly and quarterly 
tax collection plans. 


The industrial-commercial tax task can achieve good results when it is closely 
combined with commercial registration, goods inventorying, and the posting of 
prices. The implementation process demands that attention be paid to propaganda 
and to encourging the producers and merchants to fulfill their obligations. The 
administrative measures are also very important and it is necessary to continually 
oversee the production and commercial activities of collectives and individuals, 
and to appropriately punish people engaged in illegal livelihood, speculators and 
blackmarketeers, and tax evaders. The financial cadres must manifest a sense of 
responsibility and discipline, be brave and incorruptible, collect the full amount 
of taxes in correct accordance with policies, and struggle against, denounce, and 
severely deal with schemes to deceive and bribe on the part of those engaged in 
illegal livelihoods. Close cooperation between the financial, commercial, and 
public security organs on the one hand and the mass associations on the other hand 
is a way to assure that the task of collecting industrial and commercial tasks 
attain good results.

EDITORIAL CALLS RESOURCE CONSERVATION A NATIONAL POLICY 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 8 Jul 81, p 1 
{[Editorial: “Conservation Is a National Policy"] 


[Text] It is the duty of our people to increase production and produce effectively, 
in order to alter the economic situation and living conditions. Only the best and 
most rational use of labor, land, equipment, machinery, materials, and capital 
creates the conditions needed to increase accumulation and raise the standard of 
living. Thus, conservation must go hand-in-hand with production increases. Con- 
servation has strategic significance in economic management; its aim is to raise 
socialist labor productivity, reduce the price of products, and upgrade the economic 
effect of the social product. 


Our country still has a poor economic base. Most petroleum, raw materials, supplies 
and equipment must be purchased from foreign countries, while rising prices on the 
international market limit our import capability. Even domestically produced 

energy and raw materials are much more expensive, because extraction is getting 
more difficult. If we want to maintain and increase production, we must practice 
strict conservation in all fields, especially energy, raw materials, and supplies. 


In recent years, economic sectors and mass organizations have sponsored many 
conservation drives, such as "A decimeter of land is a decimeter of gold," "Gasoline 
is as precious as blood," "Collect pieces of scrap metal, scraps of paper," and 

such campaigns as "Recover six million cement bags," and "Save ten percent of the 
electricity in production, 15 percent of the electricity in the home." These 

drives have realized some fine results. Shortcomings in economic and social manage- 
ment, however, and the failure to regularly carry out the education task have 
resulted in the low economic effectiveness of those drives. At times the economic 
effects were insufficient to compensate for the large-scale waste and property 

loss pervading our society and the economic establishment of our country. 


In present circumstances, conservation has become an important policy. The economical 
use of the goods of society and consuming what we have rationally constitute a 
critical aspect of Party and State economic policy. The operational slogan in the 
field of economics is: produce better and more material goods with the provisions 
and supplies issued by the State, whether equal to or less than before. Conserva- 
tion must characterize the expenditure of those things in very short supply: food, 
electricity, coal, POL, cloth, paper. 











Mobilization to practice conservation is taking place in all sectors, at all levels, 
in all localities, and among the people, in all fields and in every processing link, 
from preparing for production or construction to formulating plans and setting up 
economic and technical norms for production and construction, to distribution, 
consumption, recovery and complete use of things discarded after use. 


The policy of conservation and rational use of energy, supplies, equipment, labor, 
capital, and consumer goods demands rapid improvements in economic management. Most 
important is the need to set economic and technical norms and to implement economic 
accounting. In very many places the amount of energy, raw materials, and building 
materials used per unit of production is three or four times higher than pre-war 
levels, yet the director is not the least concerned. There is overall foot-dragging 
in the crooked administrative system and the bureaucracy. The rather large-scale 
misappropriation of electricity, oil, supplies, and equipment of the State is also 
due in part to many shortcomings in some management work. 


Conservation requires the application of science and technology and progressive 
experience to organize labor for high productivity, to produce a maximum quantity 
of goods with minimum use of energy and materials, to find energy and supply 
substitutes, to make maximum use of discarded materials and rejects. Optimum use 
of machine productivity, increased use of return trip transport, and organizing 
work in the third shift ir order to use the large amount of electricity available 
at night will also produce many more goods for society. 


Needed are appropriate policies and suitable organization to collect discarded 
materials and rejects, discipline people and units guilty of corruption and waste 
of energy, materials, equipment, and capital and honor people and units successfully 
practicing conservation, and increase the inspection of supply warehouses and the 
payment of products to the State. 


Party organizations and mass organizations have the duty to lead and guide the 
conservation drive toward practical results, turning it into a self-conscious and 
voluntary movement of the masses.

PRICES STABILIZED DUE TO GOOD MARKET MANAGEMENT 
Ho Chi Minh City TIN SANG in Vietnamese 10 Jun 81 pp 1, 7 
[Article by PTH: "Good Changes in Market Price Management") 


[Text] Anyone who tours the various markets in the city at a time when we are 
eagerly trying to manage the market in order to stabilize prices can see rather 
clearly that encouraging changes are taking place in these markets’ activities. 
Uniform price lists have appeared at all shops and a new attitude in doing business 
is being shaped up though not yet steadied. All female small traders have recently 
had the opportunity to study and work and to unanimously contribute to stabilizing 
the market. As a result, prices in all markets are being gradually stabilized. 


In the Ba Chieu and Thi Nghe markets, Binh Thanh District, price lists have been 
posted up rather quickly. Since the afternoon of 4 June, price lists have been 
put up for all goods displayed for sale--not only staple foods such as rice, meat, 
fish and vegetables but also fruit, flowers, objets d'art, clothes, shoes and 
sandals. Many shoppers have been pleased with these price lists which have spared 
them the trouble of hearing sellers ask exorbitant prices as in the past. Shoppers 
can now compare the prices asked by different shops and choose those which suit 
their pockets without fear of making mistakes. There have been less squabbles 
between buyers and sellers. The Ba Chieu market management board is determined to 
turn the display of price lists for all types of goods into a uniform and regular 
routine. 


In reply to a question about the fixing of prices for various commodities, the head 
of the Binh Thanh district market management board said that these prices had been 
studied by the board in consultation with female small traders. The District 
People's Committee then temporarily fixed the most appropriate prices. On 7 June, 
after successfully enforcing the order to put up price lists for 2 days, the market 
management board managed to reduc: price pork by 5 dong per kilogram. Along with 
the display of price lists, a pretty large number of personnel were sent to two 
principal markets in the district to supervise this measure. There were scores of 
cases of violation of the regulation on price list display and on overcharging, each 
of which was fined 2 to 4 dong. It is clear that the organization of the display 
of price lists in the éa Chieu and Thi Nghe markets is a good example to be 
followed by cther mertets. 


However, the struggle for price stabilization has been fiercest in the Fifth 
Precinct markets. On 4 June, the Precinct People's Committee issued a notice 
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fixing specific prices for a number of staple commodities. Compared with other 
markets, these prices are rather low (6 dong for a kilogram of white or brown rice, 
7 dong for a kilogram of sticky rice, 50 dong for a kilogram of lean meat, 45 dong 
for a kilogram of round steak, 25 dong for a kilogram of fresh-water goby, 17 dong 
for a kilogram of castor sugar and 1.8 dong for a [as published? duck egg.) 


At the An Dong market (the principal one in the Fifth Precinct), the newly fixed 
prices caused a number of sellers to “complain” that they were lower than the “cost” 
prices--that is, the ones they had to pay when buying goods for resale. Despite 
these “complaints,” we have learned and seen that the number of sellers and the 
quantity of goods for sale are still as large as in the previous days and that no 
small trader has been forced to stop selling goods because they have had to "sell 
at a loss." The new prices have been applied rather strictly Nevertheless, some 
traders have continued to sell at prices higher than the listed ones but many 
shoppers have immediately notified the management board for action against these 
merchants. The An Dong market management board has in turn intensified its activ- 
ities. Loudspeakers have regularly blared out regulations on prices to remind 
sellers of the obligation to properly implement these regulations and, at the same 
time, to call on buyers to uncover sellers guilty of overcharging. The control 
force has also been strengthened to be able to intensify inspection and to deal 
with infractions. 


The “splendid” management measures set forth by the Fifth Precinct and the initial 
success won in the past few days of “testing” have clearly demonstrated that price 
hikes have been mainly caused by rumors launched by bad elements and by traders 
bent on taking every opportunity to make a profit. Meanwhile, the price of grain, 
foodstuffs and agricultural products in the western provinces have remained stable 
and price hikes, if any, have also been due tc false rumors and to the dishonest 
dealings of traders. 


A concrete provf can be found in the purchase of pork in various precincts and 
districts of the city. Based on rumors and with a view to controlling and monopo- 
lizing the market and competing with the state in the purchase of goods, traders 
have unilaterally raised the price of live-weight pork by 3 to 4 dong per kilogram 
and also its wholesale and retail prices. Consequently, state food shops and 
consumer cooperatives have experienced difficulties in vying with traders in 
purchasing goods, which has made it easy for traders to raise prices over the 
recent past. 


The experiences drawn from the implementation of the Fifth Precinct's administra- 
tive measures on prices show that these measures can be applied in other localities 
to stabilize the market. The fixed prices which have remained stable with only a 
few minor fluctuations can be observed at the markets of the Go Vap and Thu Duc 
Districts. The state and cooperative trade sectors have brought large quantities 
of starle commodities into these markets, making it difficult for traders either 

to raise prices or to cause disturbances. At the Go Vap market, almost all small 
meat-dealers have become agents of the state so that meat price has remained at 

47 dong per kilogram and has risen, if ever, to only 50 dong at the maximum. When 
small traders were about to ask permission to raise the price of rice, the District 
Trade Board brought out a large quantity of rice for sale, thereby preventing any 
price hike right at the outset. 














Situation in Retail Markets 


While principal markets at the precinct and district level are controlling prices 
gradually and effectively, control is still slack in small markets at the ward level. 
At a result, about 100 traders have failed to put up price lists and have unilater- 
ally raised prices. 


During our tour of some small markets in Binh Thanh District, we heard from shoppers 
that prices there were raised unreasonably, with pork having sometimes been sold at 
60 dong a kilogram. Generally speaking, there are only a few principal markets 

in each precinct or district but many small retail markets in its subordinate wards. 
Because most of these small markets have no management boards of their own and also 
because the consumer cooperatives’ participation in trading activities is still 
negligible, many traders have unilaterally raised prices. Most people complain that 
prices have gone up because they have not been controlled at these small retail 
markets.

CONFERENCE HELD TO REVIEW IMPROVED DISTRIBUTION, CIRCULATION OF GOODS 
Ho Chi Minh City SAIGON GIAI PHONG in Vietnamese 22 Jun 81 pp 1, 4

Distribution and Circulation of Goods") 


[Text] SAIGON GIAI PHONG--Since the beginning of June 1981, our city has imple- 
mented numerous measures to step up production, to control sources of goods, to 
expand business and to manage the market. The socialist commercial forces have 
taken many active and versatile measures to carry out purchase. State trade cor- 
porations have maintained close contact with the centrally-run and local production 
enterprises to get to know their situation and to help them solve difficulties in 
the production process and in taking care of the workers’ living conditions and have 
also signed specific contracts in order to take hold of commodities. Owing to these 
efforts, the value of contract goods hae increased by 40 million dong over the pre- 
vious month and the purchasing task has continuously been improved in June. 


Precincts and districts have intensively exploited sources of supplies and raw 
materials to organize contractual manufacture and processing, signed additional 
contracts on the purchase of goods made on their ow by emall industry and handi- 
craft installations, and brought exchange goods to the provinces. In carrying out 
this task, the Sth, 6th and 10th Precincts have reaped good results. 


The cooperative trade sector and the Women's Union in precincts and districts have 
rapidly received thousands of tons of rice from the Grain Dealing Corporation for 
conveyance to and distribution among wards and markets, thereby stabilizing the 
price of rice in many areas. 


To date, Go Vap District has continued to lead the govement to purchase pork and 
introduce it into the market. The markets in Go Vap District have saaintained the 
pork price at the May 1981 level. Because the lst, 6th and llth Precincts and the 
Binh Thanh District have brought a pretty large quantity of pork for sale at the 

Tan Dinh, Binh Tay, Pho Co Dieu and Ba Chieu markets, the price of pork has remained 
stable in these areas. 


Since the beginning of June, precincts and districts have also intensified price 
management in various markets. In pursuance of the Municipal People's Committee 
decision on registration and the posting up of lists of commodity prices and 
services charges, small traders in many markets have publicized prices and a number 
of them have sold goods according to these prices. Many precincts and districts 
have obtained the mass organizations’ participation in carrying out propaganda, 
motivating and educating small traders and inspecting the price publication and the 
sale according to published prices. 





Ala@ost all large and eedium-sized sarkets throughout the city are reorganizing 
themselves into perfect economic-administrative uaits with a view to strengt hening 
and rearranging different goods sections and teams and continuously striving to 
lower prices. 


Apart from the rice price and various service charges, the prices of ce1tain good 
products and industrial goods are still high while the prices of a number of agri- 
cultural and food products in many markets have been brought down to nearly the 
same level as those applied on 1 June 1981. 


However, market management over the recent past has been affected by a number of 
shortcomings requiring correction. In fact, the amount of commodities purchased 
has increased but does not yet meet the demand, the quantity of goods brought into 
the market for sale is still insufficient, cooperation has not been close among the 
forces responsible for management and price control, the education of small traders 
has not been duly intensified, these traders have not received adequate guidance 
for the publication of prices and the sale according to published prices, and there 
have been slow developments in the management of service charges. 


At the conference held on 20 Jume to review the implementation of the Political 
Bureau directive on improving distribution and circulation, the Municipal People's 
Committee indicated that the following tasks should be carried out immediately: 
continue to properly execute the Political Bureau directive on improving distribu- 
tion and circulation, consider this task to be the best oppo,tunity to motivate the 
working class and laboring people to display a high sense of responsibility to the 
nation, and launch an emulation movement to increase productivity, to strengthen 
labor discipline, to save materials, goodi, money and time and to produce more 
wealth for the society. It is also necessary to take firmer hold of goods and 
currency, to innovate working methods, to gradually seize the market and to effec- 
tively stabilize prices. 


To carry out the tasks indicated ab-ve, the various sectors and localities must 
implement the following measures satisfactorily and uniforaly: 


--Step up production, overcome difficulties and exploit the capacities of the equip- 
ment belonging to centrally-run and local production enterprises located within the 
municipal area. 


--On the basis of production development, intensify purchase and take hold of 
sources of goods falling within all the three sections A, B and C of the plan. 

The gunicipal trade sector must manage to grasp the goods falling within sect ions 
B and C of the plan and produced by the state-operated production sector and the 
joint state-private one. It is necessary to expand the purchase of goods pruduced 
on their own by emall industry and handicraft installations, to broaden the pur- 
chase of goods from the provinces and to help solve difficulties in finding raw 
materials for production and commodities for consumption. 


--Step up the business activities of the socialist trade sector, manage to seize 


the market while steadily supplying goods to cadres and manual and office workers 
according to the fixed standards and rat ions.

—-Strengthen the task of managing the market and prices in order to prevent sudden 
price hikes, speculation and hoarding.

COOPERATIVE TRADE SECTOR STARTS RETAILING FCOD PRODUCTS 
Ho Chi Minh City TIN SANG in Vietnamese 10 Jun 81 p 1

in Rice, Vegetables, Fish and Meat] 


{Text] TIN SANG 9 Jun--To cope with the present state of the market, the 
municipality on 9 June decided to entrust the rice trade to the retail network of 
the cooperative trade sector for the purposes of selling rice at a truly commercial 
price [gias baor damr kinh doanh] and thus participating in the market. This plan 
is being developed by trading units of consumer cooperatives in the city and may be 
implemented soon. To deeply and widely disseminate this commodity among various 
markets and to actively struggle in this segment of the market, consumer coopera- 
tives which do not yet possess a retail network in various markets may consign rice 
to certain small traders acting as sale agents under the condition that both the 
price and quantity of goods consigned will be tightly managed. 


On the other hand, to expand the network dealing in raw and fresh food products, 
specialized trading corporations suchas Food Corporations No 1 and 3 and the 
Vegetables and Fruit Corporation will consign meat, fish and vegetables to retail 
shops of the cooperative trade sector throughout the city so that these units may 
have the opportunity to broadly serve the local people, thereby alleviating the 
distribution process, and that the specialized trading corporations may concentrate 
forces on purchasing goods, attracting and grasping their sources and mobilizing 
them from the provinces to the city. 


Thanks to the broadened retail network of the cooperative trade sector, specialized 
trading corporations will be able to concentrate commodities and to widely spread 
them throughout the municipal market, thus exercising a good influence on the state 
of prices which have tended to fluctuate in this market area. 


In view of the present situation, the abovementioned commercial shift effected by 


the specialized trading corporations and the units of the cooperative trade sector 
will positively contribute to market stabilization.

"NHAN DAN’ EXPLAINS INCENTIVES FOR OPENING NEW FIELDS 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 24 Jun 81 p 1 
[Editorial: "Expand Opening of New Small Fields") 


[Text] For the past several years, application of the labor redistribution 
policy directed at developing labor and land potential throughout the country 
and within each region, is normally organized in two forms: concentration and 
dispersal. Reclaiming large areas of wilderness to establish specialized culti- 
vation areas requires large investment capital most important for the establish- 
ment of initial material bases for production and for organizing living condi- 
tions. 


Multicropping is one form of increasing growing areas which brings fairly rapid 
economic results because it is production on familiar ground, the expense is 
small and the construction of fields is minimized. Reclamation of small aban- 
doned and untilled fields also greatly reduces costs because of the full utili- 
zation of production and life support facilities already extant in the area. 


At a time when the state has a limited investment capability, along with concen- 
trating on a steady reclamation capability in large uncultivated land areas, we 
need to strongly stimulate multicropping and the opening of new small fields 
with the precept: the state and the people working together. 


In pursuance of the policy of building new economic zones, the Council of Minis- 
ters decided to supplement the policy of opening new land and reclaiming idle 
land. This policy encourages localities and production installations to accept 
additional workers and residents to reclaim abandoned land, fallow land or land 
being farmed but with potential for multicropping. This policy also encourages 
collectives and individual workers in areas lacking in farm land to make the 
primary investment of their own efforts and capital to move their families and 
settle down in areas where new land is being opened and idle land reclaimed. 


The essence of the supplementary policy is: to strongly develop the right of 
collective ownership and the spirit of self-reliance and self-strength in 
everyone, and--based on the state's policies of encouragement together with 
fulfillment of the policy of redistributing working strength throughout the 
nation--to rapidly increase agricultural production, primarily grain and food. 











The main element of the new policy is: each collective unit or individual 
family has the right to choose where to go to request its allotment of land on 
which to work and live. City people, who go to open new land aie maintained on 
the population register where they used to live, for the first 3 years. If they 
feel they can live there permanently, then they can transfer their registration 
completely to the new location. People who open new land have the right to 
choose the appropriate form of production organization. They can join a 
cooperative or a production collective or organize a labor rotation team, or 
labor exchange team, then gradually advance to establishing a production collec- 
tive and then a cooperative. Land newly opened or reclaimed is exempt from 
agricultural taxes and from the obligation to sell agricultural products for 
many years more than centrally opened lands. Products made (except for state 
monopolies) can be sold at local markets; if sold to the state, they are sold at 
negotiated prices. People who open new land receive a priority in buying road 
transportation tickets and signing contracts with shipping enterprises for trans- 
porting production and living materials to their new homes. The state will 
reserve a portion of investment capital for the budget of areas with newcomers 
to increase public welfare work and production service work, and to assist 
people opening new land with a portion of transportation, food expenses, etc. 
during the initial period. 


In the spirit of voluntarism, everyone should try to join in and contribute to 


the labor redistribution movement aimed at economic development and improvement 
of the people's way of life.

NAM NINH RESIDENTS ATTEMPT TO START NEW ECONOMIC ZONE 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 6 Jul 81, p 2 


[Article by Tran Manh Sy: "Nam Ninh: More Than 21,000 Residents Leave To Build a 
New Economic Zone™] 


[Excerpt] Nam Ninh is a district of Ha Nam Ninh Province, important for rice, 
with an average population density of 996 persons per square kilometer, a plentiful 
labor capability and with a small land area averaging 720 square meters per person. 
Rice yield is not stable. In 1976 it reached 64 quintals per hectare; in 1978, 

46 quintals; in 1980, 41.3 quintals. The per-capita food consumption, therefore, 
also fluctuates. Some years it is high, with an average per-capita harvest of 

18 kilograms; in years when there is a crop failure, only 7-8 kilograms might be 
realized. 


Nam Ninh is conducting a drive for people to leave and build a new economic zone, 
with the aims of clearing wilderness and expanding the cultivated area, producing 
many new goods for society, raising the people's standard of living, and contributing 
to the implementation of the policy of labor force distribution on a nationwide 
scale. 


Though some noteworthy efforts were made in the movement to build a new economic 
zone, Nam Ninh only attained 21 percent of the population movement plan. The 
reason for this was that, due to lack of persistence in party and government leader- 
ship echelons in their political education work and guidance, the movement has not 
yet become steady and constant. Few people left from places with a low ratio of 
land to population, such as Nom Giang, Nam Thanh, Trung Dong, Nam Hong, and Nam 
Duong villages. Many people, but not yet as many as planned, left from scattered 
hamlets. The mobilization has recruited the family and the worker but has not yet 
mobilized whole villages and whole farmsteads. A considerable base is needed to 
build a cooperative in a new economic zone, which creates part of the difficulty 
for grass roots leadership. Ninh Hoa (in Di Linh) gathered the people of 20 
villages. There were villages whose people left, but cadres and party members did 
eot form the core, and the masses lost trust; in a number of places, when hardships 
W encountered, the people even left on their own for home. Investigations of 
inetviduals who were to go were not conducted carefully. Some families did not meet 
standards having many members but too few workers, which created problems at the 
grass roots level. Planning at places of departure as well as at their destination 
was not well done, which was another source of trouble. 
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To do a good job of leading people to go and build a new economic zone requires 

good grass roots installations and a good site, with concrete planning and with 
close coordination between the place of departure and the destination. It requires 
detailed preparations, and it absolutely requires a core of cadres and partv 
members. A lesson learned at Nam Ninh is that a place in which cadres and party 
members do not provide a good example is a place without a movement. Investigations 
must be carefully conducted on those who go, and assurance must be obtained that 

the entire family goes and that the departure is orderly. Property must be properly 
liquidated, and all requirements provided to ensure good living conditions (food 


supplies for 1-2 months) and provision made for plants, seeds, tools and implements 
needed for production.

DIRT, ROCK CONVEYER CONSTRUCTION COMPLETED

[VNA News Release: “Construction of Rock Conveyer With Transportation Power of 
Three Million Square Meters a Year Completed at Coc 6 Coal Mine") 


[Text] The Flat Surface Construction and Installation Enterprise (Uong Bi Coal 
Corporation) has just completed the construction of the dirt and rock conveyer system 
at Coc 6 coal mine and satisfactorily tested it under load. This is a key construc- 
tion project of the Ministry of Mines anc Coal, has a transportation power of three 
million square meters a year, and conveys dirt and rocks from core +30 of the center 
of the Left Bank mine pit to the dumping field. The construction consists of bunkers 
for containing dirt and rocks and a system of six conveyer belts from 1.2 to 1.6 meters 
wide and 2.4 km long, and is equipped with semiconductor and micro electronic combined 
control devices. When put into use, this conveyer belt system will be able to replace 
14 to 20 trucks having a load capacity of 27 to 32 tons, thereby creating conditions 
for increasing the volume of conveyed dirt and rocks for the Left Bank mine pit, 

a principle coal producing work site of Coc 6 mine. 


In the process of construction, units of Uong Bi Coal Corporation and of Hong Gai 
Coal Corporation combined their efforts and safely transported and received more than 
1,000 tons of equipment, speedily solving problems related to the necessary proce- 
dures and technical projects, concentrating the .abor force and equipment for the 
construction. Workers and cadres of the enterprise developed initiatives and improved 
techniques, thereby gaining more than 40 thousand dong for the state. Many of the 
major initiatives were valuable such as the initiative of changing the design of the 

C 2 Crane in compliance with changing work conditions on the mine road terrain saving 
nearly 300 cubic meters of concrete; the initiative of using a natural wall system by 
enlarging the base of a talus instead of building a protective ruck wall at a U-turn 
point, which economized 2,500 cubic meters of large rocks; the initiative of instal- 
ling bogies on trailers to transport large concrete sections over hilly and curved 
roads, increasing the volume of dirt transported by four or five times. 


Coc 6 coal mine has paid attention to training a body of technical workers and drawing 
up technical and production plans so as to effectively use the dirt and rock conveyer 
belt system.

The first measure is for corporations, enterprises, transportation and communication 
bureaus in precincts and districts, and cooperatives to strictly and correctly 

apply the promulgated policy on transportation costs without unilaterally raising 
the transportation costs and cargo handling fees on any line or means of transpor- 
tation. It is forbidden to raise the transportation costs under whatever form (such 
as collecting more money, fuel or supplies or increasing the transportation dis- 
tances) and no matter whether the tasks involved are part of a principal or local 
plan. 


The second measure is that vehicle stations and harbors must strictly carry out the 
regulation on the publication of transportation costs applied to each line and must 
fully and correctly implement the published price list. 


The third measure is to assign cadres to regularly control the application of the 
fixed transportation costs by each unit within its own scope of activity and also 
to severely deal with any infraction in matters of transportation costs. 


It is necessary to disseminate the present directive on application of transportation 
costs among vehicle drivers, ship pilots, members of mechanized and rudimentary 
transportation cooperatives and cargo handling workers and to ensure that the 
directive is implemented. All cadres, manual and office workers and cooperative 
members in the transportation sector must be reminded of the long-term and basic 
benefit to be derived from the efforts to maintain the current transportation and 
stevedoring costs.

FOOD STORES CRITICIZED FOR RUNNING OUT TOO SOON

[Text] Recently, at a number of food outlets, customers have o.’ten been hearing 
an indifferent, "All sold out" when they bring in their ration coupons. 


For goods to run out when the coupon will still be valid for a while probably 
doesn't bother anyone. The consumer is very sympathetic to the city's problems 
with goods these days. Deliveries might be delayed by shortages in transport 
facilities or for some other reason. 


But when the expiration date is tomorrow, and they say "All sold out" today without 
any explanation as to what might be done-—-that's irresponsible. 


On the afternoon of the 5th of last June, a number of customers brought ration 
coupons to Hom Market to buy spices. They were referred from store to store, each 
finally saying, "All out.” 


The food sector used to have a system for replenishing stocks and for adding 
enough sales personnel and outlets to ensure that food was available right up to 
the Jast day on which ration coupons were valid. 


Today, with foodstuff problems widespread, it is only proper that a sense of 
responsibility be maintained toward the customer on the last day that ration 
coupons are valid. 


We hope that the managing corporation will attendtothis matter. Sufficient 
stocks should be available, especially on the last day before ration coupons 
expire; enough sales personnel and outlets should be added, in the spirit of 
continuing sales as long as there are still customers to sell to. If the 
expiration date is getting close, and demands were estimated too conservatively, 
the shortage should be announced early to keep customers from losing patience.

GRAIN DISTRIBUTION NORMS FOR CADRES, WORKERS

Categories of Recipients as of 1 July 1981") 


[Text] SAIGON GIAI PHONG--On 16 June, the Municipal People's Committee issued 
Decisions No 409 and 410 on the distribution of grain to various age groups belonging 
to a nonagricultural section of the municipal population and on the readjustment 

of grain rations to cadres and manual and office workers according to uniform 
regulations in force throughout the country. 


1. Following are the norms to be applied in distributing grain to various age 
groups of dependents of on-the-job cadres and manual and office workers, armymen 

on ective service, cadres and manual and office workers who have <ither retired 

or are on leave because of their incapacity to work, fallen heroes, wounded soldiers 
having returned to live with their families, and persons who had done meritorious 
service to the revolution but have now grown old and weak and can no longer work: 


--Under 12 months of age: 4 kilograms per month. 

— to under 2 years of age: 5 kilograms per month. 
— to under 5 years of age: 7 kilograms per month. 
--5 to under 10 years of age: 10 kilograms per month. 
--10 to under 15 years of age: 13 kilograms per month. 


—15 to under 18 years of age and exactly 18 years or more but still attending 
cultural general schools: 15 kilograms per month. 


--Parents, wives or husbands of cadres and manual and office workers who are above 
the working age or who have lost their capacity to work: 10 kilograms per month. 


Whenever they exceed a particular age group to which they have so far belonged, the 
dependents of cadres and manual and office workers will be reclassified to the 
next [elder] age group and their grain rations readjusted accordingly. 


2. Cadres and manual and office workers will receive the following grain rations ac- 
cording to the labor categories in which they have been classified:

--13 kilograms per month for perawme balding Cuictivas i Vel tivus sectvis aid tiades 
classitied as Category A, cadres and manual and office workers who have retired or 
are on leave because of their incapacity to work, anti-French wounded solciers of 
Categories 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 and anti-U.S. wounded soldiers of Categories 1, 2, 3, 4 
and 5 who have returned to their families. 


--15 kilograms per month for persons holding functions in various sectors and trades 
who have been classified in Category l. 


—17 kilograms per month for persons holding functions in various sectors and trades 
who have been classified in Category 2 and for students of colleges and vocational 
middle schools. 


--19 kilograms per months for persons holding functions in various sectors and 
trades who have been classified in Category 3, for anti-French wounded soldiers of 
the Special Category and Category 1 and anti-U.S. wounded soldiers of Categories, 6 
7 and 8 who have returned to their families. 


--21 kilograms per month for persons holding functions in various sectors and trades 
who have been classified in Category 4. 


--24 kilograms per month for persons holding functions in various sectors and trades 
who have been classified in Category 5. 


The abovementioned decisions will be implemented beginning 1 July 1981.

POLICY ON DEALING WITH BRIBERY EXPLAINED 


Hanoi QUAN DOI NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 14 Jul 81 p 2 





[Article by Pham Van Phat: "On the Policy for Dealing With the Crime of Bribery") 


[Text] Together with corruption and oppression of the masses, bribery has caused 
serious harms by decreasing the people's trust in the managerial effectiveness of 

the State, considerably hampering the realization of our Party's and State's policy 
lines, policies and laws, and rudely violating the working people's collective 
mastership. This is a dangerous behavior, a most negative and evil phenomenon in 
social life. The ordinance on punishing bribery promulgated on 20 May 1981 responded 
in a timely manner to the demand for struggle against this category of crime, thereby 
providing our State, people and army with an additional sharp weapon with which to 
stop and eradicate bribery. 


Previously, our State had policies on dealing with bribery. They were expressed in 
decree 223/SL of 17 November 1946 and decree 03/SL of 15 March 1976. However, under 
the present conditions bribery involves complex variations and sophisticated schemes 
which have developed on a rather universal basis, thereby making applications of the 
old legislation inappropriate. Previously, the concept of bribery paid attention only 
to the close relationship between the person who offers the bribe and the one who 
receives the bribe to conceal crime and evade discovery. Therefore it did not clearly 
differentiate between the nature and level of harm of each act of offering bribes and 
accepting bribes, thus leading to dealing with both aspects of bribing in the same 

way and punishing both acts in the same way. Thus crimes were not discovered in time 
or remained undiscovered, and discouraged everyone from actively participatizg in the 
struggle against bribery, thereby weakening the preventive effect. 


This time, the policy on dealing with bribery has many new amendments. On the basis 
of applying the principle: coordinate serious sanctions with leniency, punishment 
with prevention and reeducation insure a serious carrying out of policies and laws; 
strengthen State management insure that the ranks of State cadres and personnel firmly 
maintain their revolutionary qualities and integrity and put all their hearts and 
efforts into serving the people. The amendments to the policy are expensses in the 
following principal problems: 


1. The attribute of bribery is that the criminal act takes place stealthily between 
the person who gives the bribe and the one who receives it, the latter being usually 
a cadre or employee of the State having a certain duty or power. The handling must 
be based on analyzing the nature and level of harm of the criminal act and its 
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consequences. Actually, the acts of offering and accepting bribes differ from each 
other in regard to goals, criminal motives, situations and causes, and especially in 
regard to the harmful degree and nature of the consequences. Therefore, in order 

to clarify the strictness and justness of laws and to insure accurate processing, 

our State considers accepting bribes more dangerous than offering bribes or mediating 
bribery because this is a duty related crime which endangers State management in many 
aspects. To a certain extent, it disturbs the normal operations of the State apparatus, 
especially in the present situation. Thus when we have to do our utmost to speed up 
production, gradually improve the people's life and overcome the weaknesses in social 
management, this act must be identified and dealt with severely. 

2. Bribery is one of the negative phenomena which is condemned most severely by the 
masses and the people because it directly violates the working people's mastership. 
Degenerate cadres and personnel, taking advantage of the duties and powers entrusted 

to them anc using loopholes in the managerial link have resorted to all possible tricks 
to carry out activities that go against State regulations to extert money and squeeze 
the people. The law identifies this gang. Here, it is necessary to see how determined 
our State is in the fact that there is no need to determine whether or not the criminal 
has already received the bribe and that it regards acts of asking for bribery whether 
or not the bribe-is received asa crime and to be dealt with as bribery. That is, 
anyone who expresses the intent to ask for a bribe is to be sentenced as if he had 
already received it. 


The act of receiving a bribe is also examined in terms of whether the bribe is received 
to carry out a duty or not to carry out a duty (for instance, a tax cadre is bribed 
to let dishonest merchants illegally transport State-managed goods through check 
points) and whether the bribe taker abuses his function and powers to do something 
illegal. Acts that belong to the second category are more dangerous because they 
demonstrate the criminals’ spirit of no concern, no principles and disregard for the 
laws. Experience in dealing with corruption regarding socialist property show that 
these individuals often infringe upon socialist property to a great, serious extent. 
It is the same with bribery. They cause damage which cannot be fully measured to 
the State's management, diminish its prestige and sow doubt about managerial 
effectiveness among the people. 


Simultaneously and on the basis of this analysis, our State clearly provides for 
cases of bribery which, because they are specially serious, must be dealt with severely 
for the sake of general warning and prevention, which is very necessary. The warning 
and threatening effect of law comes not only from serious punishment but also and 
essentially from a comprehensive use of necessary legal, administrative, educational, 
etc measures so as to struggle to prevent and oppose crimes. A crime committed by 
anyone regardless of his position or importance, must be uncovered and appropriately 
punished. This applies specially to bribery, which is a duty associated crime, in 
which the offender must bear a responsibility for his crime appropriate to the post 

and responsibility entrusted to hin. 


3. The guiding thought in the policy on dealing with bribery is to set forth concrete, 
accurate and strict regulations so as to express high determination along with great 
leniency, thereby enabling anyone with criminal intent to foresee that it is impossible 
to avoid being discovered and punished. At the same time constantly show tolerance 

and save those who sincerely repent and self-consciously report and denounce accomplices. 
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It is easy to recognize that the weakest spot in the close relationship of those 
involved in bribery is that they greatly fear being reported and denounced by partners. 
Therefore, to divifle them by encouraging criminals to self-consciously report or 
denounce partners is to aim at this weak spot. Thus we notice a very strong point 

in the present policy which is that in addition tc leniency if the persons who gives 
the bribe is grarted leniency, that is, exempted from criminal responsibility, he will 
get back a part or all of the bribe. This paves the way for criminals to voluntarily 
report and to be assured that they will have their ciminal responsibility waived and 
that the State will return the riches they mistakenly used for bribery. 


Also, in order to contribute to motivating the struggle against crimes, thoroughly 
understand the people's feelings in situations when they are forced to bribe, and 
encourage them to voluntarily report and denounce those who ask for bribes. In this 
case the state considers them not guilty and will give them back all the riches they 
used for the bribery. 


This is a very important point in the policy in dealing with bribery in the present 
situation. It illustrates the depth and accuracy of the policy, clearly seeing that 
an attribute of the act of bribery is that the person doing it is afraid of being 
punished by the law and, therefore, does not dare to voluntarily report it and even 
intentionally covers it up when suspected or interrogated. Thus it may be also said 
that this is the highest level of leniency ever reached by the State's laws, manifest- 
ing the very deep socialist humanity. 


4. Our State has always implemented incentive regulations vis-a-vis meritorious 
persons in the struggle against violations and offenders, such as rewarding those 
who discover and stop smuggling, gambling, goods speculating, etc. With the present 
policy, the State pays attention to rewarding the cadres and personnel who are honest 
and firmly maintain revolutionary cadres’ qualities. Social opinion values very 
highly the cadres and personnel who possess precious qualities setting them up 4s 
typical examples of honesty and intengrity for all the ranks of cadres and personnel 
of our Party and State. In order that this policy highly develop its effect, the 
installations, army units, etc which have cadres and warriors who, while carrying 
out their duties, struggled straightforwardly, refused to receive bribery and 
denounced bribers and their middlemen, must reward them in a timely manner in line 
with State regulations. They can be cited in newspapers, broadcasts, etc if necessary. 


5. Besides the points mentioned above, in order to insure that bribery be discovered 
in time and dealt with strictly, the policy even pays attention to punishing the 
elements who use their influence upon persons in official position or positions of 
influence to commit bribery and who threaten informants, concretely regulating 

a body of penalty, levels of fines and measures to insure the carrying out of sentences, 
etc. These points are spelled out in the ordinance on punishing bribery. 


The ordinance on dealing with bribery is promulgated just at the time when our entire 
Party, people and army are hecticly struggling against negative phenomena in social 
life. Many examples of bravery and unselfishness for the sake of revolutionary duty 
have appeared among the armed forces. The latter's participation in the struggle 
against negativism has made great contribution to increasing the strength of the 
State, a dictatorship of the proletariat, in struggling effectively against negative 
phenomena, which include bribery.

Besides, our service lacks the technical management tools needed to supply electric 
power with relative fairness among the various wards in the city; thus, the flow 
of electricity is never interrupted in some places, while there are long power 
failures in others. 


We welcome constructive criticism from the people. Next week the electric 
service will announce to each subward which nights each week they will have a 
stable supply of electric power and which nights the power might fail due to 
weak generation or breakdown in the electrical network.
